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Capt. HoxtOMj wlien at Anclior in Che/m-Peak 
Bay, found the Latitude 37^ X9* N. OtF Cedar 
T&iMt in Potu^m River 38^ 7 ' N. Off Ciipe Pleiirjf 
37^ 6^ N. And in a Letter to Mr. Eitmf he de- 
clare^, ^^ That he obferved with his Qjiadrant both 
^^ by the Sun and Star?, in all the various Sorts of 
i< Weather he met with in his late Voyage to and 
*^ from 3iafylattd^ without regarding the Horizon, 
^•« with as great Exaftnefs, as with Davh's Quadrant 
'^ when the Sun and Horizon were clear/' 

There was like wife put into the Hands of the 
Pubiifiier, another Letter from one Mr. J^/^.^ 
Wahmi to Mr. ii/l'##, containing fome Obfervati- 
ons of -the Latitude in Leghorn Road^ and ifeverai 
of the Ports of SpmM^ which were found, after 
repeated EicperiinentSj exadly to agree with the known 
Latitudes of thofe Places : Mr. fValton adds, That 
he made feveral Obfervations in his Paffige Home, 
in hard Gales, and a great Sea, and when it was fo 
liaT^y, that the common Qiiadrant was of no ufe, for 
want of an Horizon.

IN the Year 1715, the Wife of Mr. Newherrf, a 
Merchant in this City, complained of a Pain in 
her Left-Side, near her Groin^ intetaailyt which fen-

fibly increafed ; and perceiving a Swelling in that 
Part, (he at firft thought herfeif with Child j but ha- 
ving other Symptoms not very common with gravid 
Women, Oie fent for a Phyfician, who immediately 
difcovered it to be Hydropical, and after following his 
Prefcriptions for forae time, and finding little or no 
Benefit thereby, (he fent for another, and fo for a 
third and fourth ; and after between two and three 
Years fruiiiefs Trial of proper Medicines prefcribed by 
thePhyficianSj flie growing very big and uneafy witli 
her Burden, was advifed to be tapped, to which fhe 
accordingly fubmitted : And on May the ^th, 1728^ 
fent for Mr, Chefelden^ who took from her between 
four and five Gallons of Watery hut in a Week or ten 
Days after the Operation fhe perceived her felf to fill 
again, in which State fhe continued to the firft Day of 
yg^ following, when Mx.ChefeldeM tapped heragain^ 
and took from her about the fame Quantity of Water 
as before ; and in this Manner fhe continued to fill 
and be tapped every third or fourth Week, from the 
€th Day of May^ 17x8, to the 3d of this Inftant 
Manh^ i73t, when fhe died, in the Thirty^third 
¥ear of her Age* 

During thelaft Thirty-feven times of her Tapping, 
I conftantly attended her with Mr. Che/elden^ when 
fne always ('till the two laft times) appeared very 
brifk and lively the whole time of the Water's running 
from her, and was not in the leaft fick or faint after 
the Difcharge of the Water, as is ufual , and though 
llic was a very thin emaciated Woman, fhe would fre* 
quently walk three or four Miles the Day before the 
Operation, and moil: commonly went abroad the third 
Day after it. 

The 
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The Q.ua!itity of Water taken from her each time 
of Tapping was between four and five Gallons ; and 
during the whole Fifty *feven times Tapping, there ne- 
ver was above a Quarr, or twoQuartsatmofr^ differ- 
ent in the Qjjantiry, 'till the two laft times, at each 
of which the Qiiantity did not exceed two Gallons : 
But in the Intervals of thefe two lafl Operations^ flie 
was frequently troubled with Reach ings to Vo* 
mit, which burft open the Oritice twice where Ihe 
was tapped, and at each time difcharged about fix 
Qliarts. 

The $liiantity of Water which was taken from her 
each time was always raeafured, and upon Computa- 
tion the whole amounts to near Two hundred and 
fifty Gallons. The Water that was taken from her 
the two lafl times of Tapping was much more vifcid 
than the former. 

At times (he frequently complained of a violent Pain 
on her Right Side, and a heavy aching Pain in the 
Pelvh. She had likewife a Prolans Uteri ; and 
fome time before her Death ilie could not expel her 
Fsces but with great Difliculty and Pain, and at the 
fame time laboured under an Incontinencyof Urine. 

On Moniay the 6th of this Inftant I opened her in 
the Prefence of her Phyfician, when I found the ivhole 
Fi/iera, from the Diaphragm to the Oj}i Pubis^. 
covered with a thick gelatinous Sub (lance, which 
feemed to be membranous, which at itsfirfl Appear^ 
snce I took for the Omentum m a putrified State ; but. 
after a farther Examination, I found it to be only the 
more vifcid Parts of the extravafated Fluid, which 
could not be difcharged by the Operation : After 
removing this, I found feveral Portions of a hard

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■fcliirroos Subuaoce ariling from tlie Fundus of the 
Stomach, one large Portion of which was inferred iri« 
to that Part of the Cokfi ncM the Right MMm^^^ and 
in Appearance refeiTible d the PaficreaPk G!aMd.

•ther Portion, which was Cyliadrical, and about two 
Thirds of an Inch in Diaraeter, paficd (trcight ever 
the loteftines, adhering ftrongiy to that Part of the 
Colm which lies under the4S^^^^^-4 and was iniertea 
into the Rei^tm^ In the Pelvis. Another Portion of 
this Subflance palled direftly ov*r the Iute/mi;s io 
the PeMs, but about the Middle of trie ^bdimeM i: 
fent out two fmalier Portions^ the one was inferred 
into the 3Ie/efifefy^ the other refleding backt was io- 
ferted into the CVku on the left' Side near the Stoma(;ij. 
As foon as I cut into one of thefe Portion?^ I difco* 
vered it to be a Part of the Omefitum twilled up, and 
contained in a very thick capfular Membrane* 

The Diaphragm was forced up fo far by the Con- 
^ tents of the ^lY/^i/i.wf , that the Cavity of the fh&rax 
was decreafed to near one Third. 

The Liver was much larger than in a natural State ^ 
and of one intlre Subftance, and not divided into 
Lohes^ the wliole Convex Surface adhering fit inly 
to th^e Diaphragm^ 

llie Stomach was very fmalJ, as to its Cavity^ but 
the Coats oi it were increafed to fix times their nitu^ 
ralThicknefs (as were likewife all the Coats ai tho 
Imte/mes and Ile/eiitefyJ and very much in* 
flamed. 

Two Thirds of ^e Stomach adhered to that Part of 
the Diaphragm which did not cover the Liver, and 
the other Part adhered to the concave Surl^tce of the 
Lfwri as did likewife ^cDuodemM^^ v/iiafe Cavity

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was very large. Below the DrndeMtim^ the Colou ad- 
hered to the lower Farfcf the Concave Surface'of the 
Lher, io that the whole Lher was contained in a 
kind of Bur/a compofed of the Diaphragm^ SfomacI^^ 
Duodentim and Colo^h 

The Camm, CoIoB'^nd ReB'tiM were much lar-yei: 
than in a natural' State, and adhered io very ilro:i;i\- 
to the Parts over which they palled^ that it was wiai 
much difEcuity I could l^paratethem. 

The SpIeeM was not one Fourth of its naturiilSiz-:'.. 
and oneHalf of its external Surf ice was entire!)' G--iria-^ 
laginous. 

The Paficreas was f nailer thin ufuai,-as were like* 
wife the Kuifieys^ Ureters and Bladder ; and in the 
Pelvis of each Kiddie); there were final! fabulous. 
Concretions, 

The left Ovarium, was diftended to fo large a Size^. 
as to fill the whole Cavity of the Pehis up to tlie 
Os Pubis i its Surface was CartalaginouSjlike that of 
the Sp'kefi, and in it were contained a great M umber 
of Bfdatides of different Size?, whereas the right 
Ovary was no ways difeafed in the leafc. 

The Difficuitv and Pain complained of in the Eir- 
puiiion of the Faeces, naturally ariie from the Pref- 
fures on the difeafed Ovarium^ at the fuiie time that its 
increafed Bulk, by compreffing the Bfte/HnuiM Return 
impeded the Egrefs of the Fdces^ and brought on the 
Inflammation of the JnPe/ifies^ which we obferved. 

The Prola^is Uteri^ and the Incapacirv of th 
J/^^7¥cT*s retaining a proper Qji-mtity of f/r///!% wer 
iikewiie occafioned by the Prclfures of thi^i dile.Ued 
Ovarium vmn tliofe Farts« 
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But what feems moft materiai in this Cafe^ is the 
vifcid Matter found in the Cavity of the Ahdomen ; 
which as the Waters were originally incyfled in ^\\t 
Ovary ^ was properly extravafated from the Cfjlus 
into the J.hdomen in the two laft Operations , by 
which, as well the Quantity drawn off as the cuito- 
tiiary Relief, were very much diminifhed | in liea of

The Relations of this Gentlewoman are of Opinion^ 
that her Difeafe was occaiioned by pulling off her 
Cloaths, when ftie was very hotj to go into a Bathing- 
Tub of Water to cool her^ when finding the Water 
exceffive cold^ (lie put only her Legs in^ the other 
Part of her Body being out of the Water^ and naked 
at the fame time ^ which happened a few Weeks be- 
fore {he perceived the Swelling and Pain in her Pelvis % 
and probably this might be the Caufe, As the Con- 
flrifliion of the lower Parts by the cold Water mighr^ 
in a great meafure, impede the Fluids circulating 
through the lower Parts^ and the Blood being at the 
fame time rarified and expanded by the Heat^ might 
therefore burft through the more tender Lymphaticks^ 
and produce the Extravafation.
